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MP denies 
all charges 
of fraud 


Wellingborough & Rushden MP Peter Bone 
has denied any wrongdoing after The Times 
said he has been investigated for fraud. 

The national newspaper reported on its 
front page on Tuesday that Mr Bone was 
questioned by Northamptonshire Police over 
an accusation he concealed his 81 year old 
mother in law’s assets so Northamptonshire 
County Council would fund her place in a care 
home. 

It reported that the alleged benefit was 

£ 100 , 000 . 

However just before midnight on Monday 
evening Mr Bone posted the following tweet: 

“The Times allegation: We have done noth¬ 
ing wrong. 

“The claims made are without foundation.” 

Mr Bone issued a full statement as he con¬ 
tinues to deny any wrong doing. 

In this he strenuously denied the charges 
and described what has happened to him and 
his wife as ‘hurtful’.

‘Chilli Dean’ has 
conquered a flaming hot 
contest at a curry house 
to set a new world record. 

Dean Alexander, 34, 
was one of four competi¬ 
tors who took on a chal¬ 
lenge yesterday at Saffron 
Indian restaurant in 
Northampton. 

They had to eat three 
raw chillies followed by a 
serving of burning hot 
chicken naga curry, 
regarded as the hottest in 
town, in the quickest 
possible time. 

Peter Dowdeswell, who 
holds 365 world records 
himself including eating 
a shopping trolley, was 
on hand to adjudicate. 

Mr Alexander, from 
Mears Ashby, demol¬ 
ished the lot in 32.5 
seconds. 

He said: “After the first 
raw chilli my mouth went 
completely numb so I 
was able to scoff the lot 
without feeling it. 

“It was like eating a 
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bowl of ice cream.” 
Another record was also 
set on the day by Violeta 
Britten, who became the 
first woman to complete 
it in a time of 64.5 
seconds. 

The 28-year-old said: “It 
feels amazing to be a 
record holder. I’ve never 
eaten anything so fast in 
my life!” 


Naga chillies can regis¬ 
ter up to 1,000,000 on the 
Scoville scale, the global 
measurement of chilli 
heat. 

Saffron owner Naz 
Islam said: “The times 
these guys recorded were 
incredible, the heat in 
that curry is enough to 
blow most people’s heads 
off.”

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Students get a 


taste of real medicine 


REPORTER Lawrence John looks at 
‘Your Life in their Hands’ a new 
BBC 3 show featuring nine students 
from the University of 

Nine students from the University 
of Northampton are having their 
first work placement put under the 
television spotlight. 

The junior paramedics are about 
to star in a BBC 3 series called ‘Your 
Life in their Hands’. 

They will be appearing in seven 
one hour weekly programmes 
which start tonight at 9pm. 

Paramedics have just eight 
minutes to get to the scene of an 
incident and just 12 minutes to save 
a patient’s life. 

It’s a scenario that can test even 
the most experienced medic. 

But what if you are a first year 
student and it is your first week on 
the job? 

How would you cope with the 
stress? 

Welcome to the world of the junior 
paramedics... 

The series follows the lives of nine 
learners as they embark on their 
first ever placement with the East 
Midlands Ambulance Service. 

After just a few weeks in the class¬ 




room at the university they are 
quickly thrown on to the emergency 
frontline at the busiest time of the 
year - the six weeks leading up to 
Christmas. 

It is a time when 999 calls are at a 
premium and the ambulance 
service is pushed to breaking point. 

They may be students but it does 
not exempt them from attending 
the most severe, dramatic or heart 
breaking callouts from major road 
traffic collisions to patients 
suffering from strokes or heart 
attacks. 

It is a baptism of fire played out on 
the streets and in the houses of the 
British public in their greatest hour 
of need. 

But these junior paramedics are 
all very different people - aged from 
18 to 27. 

Some have left home for the very 
first time to take up a place on the 
paramedic science degree course at 
the University of Northampton. 

They face living in halls of 
residence and getting to grips with 
fending for themselves and having 
the full fresher experience while 
also having to hold down a respon¬ 
sible job and working tough shifts 
with the emergency services. 

There is 18-year-old Steph having 
to call on all her nerve as she deals 
with a major road traffic accident; 
Bryn treating a severely dislocated 
ankle on a football pitch in sub zero 
temperatures and Lucy having to 
perform chest compressions on her 
first ‘live patient’ who’s in cardiac 
arrest. 


It’s a very different student experi¬ 
ence when their social lives have to 
be put on hold as they confront the 
realities of working long hours and 
the emotional strain of dealing with 
the sick, injured, depressed and 
lonely and coming face-to-face with 
death. 

It all takes its toll on these dedicat¬ 
ed young people. 

Through a combination of ‘obdoc 
filming’ and rigged cameras the 
show captures it all as viewers 
follow the students through every 
moment of their placement. 

Bob Willis, subject lead for 
paramedic science at the University 
of Northampton, said: “Student 


paramedics are out on their first 
clinical placement eight weeks into 
their course at the University of 
Northampton. 

“This allows the students to 
translate the academic elements 
they have learned so far in to 
practice early on during their 
studies. 

“This is the first placement 
experience which, along with 
shared learning with other 
healthcare professionals across a 
range of specialist and general clin¬ 
ical areas, enhance the students’ 
experience and develops the skills 
set they need as they enter the pro¬ 
fession.”

MP claims he is 
‘totally innocent’

Wellingborough & Rushden 
MP Peter Bone has hit back at 
allegations in The Times 
which claim he has been 
investigated for fraud. 

The national newspaper 
reported Mr Bone was ques¬ 
tioned by the police over an 
accusation he concealed his 
81-year-old mother-in-law’s 
assets so the county council 
would fund her place in a 
care home. It reported the 
alleged benefit was £100,000. 

Mr Bone said: “A long time 
ago, we gave a commitment 


to Jennie’s mother to look 
after her, whatever the 
circumstances and whatever 
the cost. 

“The last year, for 
Jennie and I, our 
integrity, honesty 
and decency has 
been attacked in 
the most hurtful 
way possible. 

“I have written 
to the Chief 
Constable of 
Northamptonshire 
Police, asking him to 
address the abject failure of 
his Force to handle this 
matter in a speedy and 


appropriate manner. Jennie 
has also applied to 

Northampton County Court 
to have the case struck out 
on the basis there is no 
reasonable ground 
for bringing the 
claim. 

“Ultimately, the 
issue at the heart of 
this dispute is very 
simple: either 

Jennie or I have 
looked after her 
mother properly, or we 
are devious, thieving, 

crooks. 

“Based on all the evidence, 
we are totally innocent.”

Errors lead to 
baby’s death

Troubled soldier Liam 
Culverhouse, who caused 
the death of his 19 month 
old daughter, had warned 
army medics that he 
feared he was a danger to 
one of his children. 

This was one of several 
warning signs highlight¬ 
ed by a Serious Case 
Review into the death of 
Khloe Abrams which 
reported this week. 

Liam Culverhouse, 25, 
was jailed in January for 
six years after admitted 
causing injuries to his 
daughter, 

The report outlined the 
actions of agencies 
before the death of baby 


Khloe while in care of her 
parents. 

The review examined 
the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding her death, how 
agencies worked togeth¬ 
er, identify any lessons 
which could be learnt 
and make recommenda¬ 
tions to prevent similar 
cases from arising. 

The SCR discovered 
Khloe’s father had con¬ 
fided on two occassions 
to Army professionals he 
feared what he would do 
if left alone with Khloe’s 
older sibling. 

This information was 
not shared with other 
agencies. 

Chairman of the Local 
Safeguarding Children 
Board for 


Northamptonshire, 
Kevin Crompton said: 
“This is the second SCR I 
have published in which 
a child has died at the 
hands of a person who 
should have protected 
them. In this case we 
also have the additional 
tragedy of a man clearly 
and severerly affected by 
wounds sustained in the 
service (In Afghanistan) 
of his country. 

“There are many signs 
his troubles worsened 
due to his injuries. 

“The agencies did not 
think ‘family’. The 
assessments should have 
shown the risks and a 
child protection plan 
could have been in 
place.” 


Father of Tracy Edghill pays tribute 


The father of 
Northamptonshire gym 
instructor Tracy Edghill has 
paid a heartfelt tribute to his 
‘fun loving’ son. 

Last month, Hilary Edgehill 
was given the devastating 
news that his son had been 
found dead at his home in 
Wellingborough. 

Tracy, 53, was renowned 
for being a happy person 
who enjoyed travelling 
around the world as a kick¬ 
boxing world champion and 
expert in Kung Fu. 

Just one month after his 
death, 700 people packed 
into the United Reformed 
Church in Wellningborough 
for Tracy’s funeral. 

Hilary said: “He was such 
a fun loving chap who 
respected everybody. 



“Anything he wanted to do, 
he always made sure he did 
it the best he can - he was a 
great inspiration. 

“He was always laughing 
and smiling and always tried 
to make a joke. 

“He is missed by so many 
people. His death has come 
at such a shock, we still 
can’t believe what has hap¬ 


pened. 

“I keep thinking he is on 
holiday and that any minute 
now I will see him. Somehow 
it won’t sink it in that I won’t 
see him again.” 

Sally Ashby, General 
Manager of Derngate Gym 
said: “Tracy worked for 
Derngate Gym many years 
ago as a Gym Instructor/ 
Personal trainer, he was one 
of life’s genuinely lovely 
guys, with an amazing 
“cheeky” grin. 

“Tracy was dedicated to 
the fitness Industry & well 
being of others. He will be 
sorely missed and leaves a 
huge gap in many hearts 
across Northampton.” 

Police are not looking for 
anyone else in connection 
with Tracy’s death.

Council tax rises 
across the county

Northampton residents will face a rise in 
council tax which is set to kick in from April. 

Last week the county council approved a 
two per cent increase in its share of the coun¬ 
cil tax, equating to roughly £20. The police 
share also increased by the same percentage, 
adding £3.84 to the annual bill. 

In a budget-setting meeting at the Guildhall 
on Monday night, Northampton Borough 
Council froze its share of the council tax, 
which now sets the overall tax rate for Band 
D at £1,453.52 for 2014/15. 

The Tory budget was also approved 
in the meeting, which will now see a a 
catalogue of cuts totalling £2 mil- £ 
lion go ahead, meaning staff will 
face changes to their terms and | 
conditions. 

It will see a free parking scheme 
and a business incentive scheme 
which aims to use £250,000 to fill 
empty properties and help small busi¬ 
nesses. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, Leader of 
Northampton Borough Council said: “The 
budget we set is a positive step forward for 
Northampton. 

“We are providing free car parking from 
April in the four multi-storey car parks in the 
town centre, which will really help bring busi¬ 
nesses in the town centre and bring people 
back into Northampton. 

“It is also about the Northampton Alive

regeneration schemes which does include 
opening up the middle section of Abington 
Street, as well as the other projects that are 
being taken forward such as the new bus sta¬ 
tion and new railway station. These are really 
positive things we as a Conservative adminis¬ 
tration are doing to help Northampton.” 

In the meeting, alternative budget proposals 
by both opposition parties Labour and Lib 
Dem were thrown out by a majority vote. 

Labour opposed the Tory’s proposals and 
proposed a decrease in councillor’s allow¬ 
ances, which they say would save taxpayers 
over £47,000. 

_ In Liberal Democrat’s alternative 
budget, they proposed cancelling the 
k plans to reopen Abington Street to 
traffic, which they would invest 
into town centre development. 

They also proposed to invest 
£50,000 in additional street events 
and specialist markets and to 
invest in a scheme working with 
BID to develop a ‘proper and effec¬ 
tive empty shops’ policy. 

Leader of the Lib Dem group at 
Northampton Borough Council, Cllr Sally 
Beardsworth said: “I am very disappointed. I 
think it is a very reckless budget and I think 
people will realise this when you’re talking 
about £15 million of deficit, which is going to 
hit this council in two or three years time, and 
where are we going to get the money from?” 

Last night Kettering Borough Council pro¬ 
posed a freeze to its share of the council tax, 
whereas Wellingborough Borough Council 
increased its share by 1.99 per cent.

‘M&S pictures 
look like mine’

A designer sent a lawyer’s letter 
to Marks & Spencer after the 
retailer began selling framed 
wall prints that she says are 
almost identical to her own 
work. 

Louise Verity, 31, from Kettering, 
has been creating framed 
pictures of large printed messag¬ 
es on top of old pages from 
dictionaries since 2009. 

She sells them through 
her independent art busi¬ 
ness, Bookishly. 

But the artist was 
shocked to discover 
images on M&S’s 
Instagram page of sim¬ 
ilar looking prints, 
which she claims uses a 
similar font and slogans 
that are in the same posi¬ 
tion as her own design. 

However, despite the similari¬ 
ties, she says she has no proof her 
work has been copied. 

Ms Verity said: “At first, people 
were really happy for me because 
they thought I had been commis¬ 
sioned by M&S but obviously I 
hadn’t. It was very frustrating. 

“The problem is that it looks so 
similar to my work that people 


think it is my work.” After seeing 
the M&S images, the designer 
asked for advice from a lawyer, 
who then wrote to the company 
suggesting that it was in breach of 
copyright. 

While she waited for a response, 
she soon learned that the retailer 
had been selling versions of the 
artwork on its website and in 
stores. 

Ms Verity added: “It was disap¬ 
pointing to see them selling the 
artwork. I just wish M&S had 
commissioned me to do 
their work, it would have 
been good to work with 
such a large company 
like them, I still 
would!” 

A M&S spokesper¬ 
son said: “We take all 
claims of intellectual 
property infringement 
extremely seriously. 
“We’ve investigated this 
thoroughly and determined that 
the technique of overlaying text 
on print is a common design 
practice. 

“We’ve already been in touch 
with Bookishly directly and we’re 
happy to follow up with them if 
they have any questions.” 

The M&S product has now sold 
out and a spokesperson said they 
will not be purchasing any more.

Pensioner died after 
clothes caught fire

Paramedics tried to save the 
life of a 76-year-old woman 
who was found on fire out¬ 
side her home. 

Kerry Jones, a paramedic, 
told a coroner’s court in 
Northampton on Tuesday 
how June Margaret Middleton 
was ‘found smouldering’. 

When she arrived at the 
scene Ms Jones said Mrs 
Middleton was standing on 


the grass outside her house in 
Harborough Road. 

The paramedic knocked her 
to the floor and rolled her to 
stop her body from smoking. 

The inquest heard she 
called on people to get some 
water and then wrapped her 
in a wet towel. 

Mrs Middleton told the 
paramedic her clothes had 
caught on fire after they 
brushed against the cooker. 

She suffered 75 per cent 
burns to her body and was 
rushed to the Queen 


Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham where she died. 

Giving evidence, her son, 
Stephen Middleton, said he 
was at a loss to how his moth¬ 
er was found in this state. 

The inquest heard the stove 
in the kitchen was not even 
on and had pots with vegeta¬ 
bles ready for cooking. 

He said she had tried to take 
her life before but there were 
signs. 

Coroner Anne Pember said 
she was recording an open 
verdict.

Husband shoots 
wife then himself

The former owner of haulage 
firm Knights of Old shot his 
wife four times on her birth¬ 
day before turning the gun 
on himself, an inquest has 
heard. 

On Tuesday, The Large Hall 
at the Cripps Post Graduate 
Medical Centre was the 
venue for the resumed 
inquest of Donald Knight, 78, 
formerly of Loddington 
Coppice Farm, and 
Mary Knight, 77, of 
the same address. 

They died in their 
home on May 1 last 
year. 

The inquest heard 
Mrs Knight died as a 
result of four gun 
shots, two to the right 
side of her head and two 
to her abdominal area. 

Mr Knight died of a self 
inflicted gun-shot wound to 
his head. 

The injury he suffered was 
described as ‘catastrophic’. 

Forensic scientist Margaret 
Boyce had to use DNA from a 
piece of his muscle and DNA 
from a razor to identify the

body of Mr Knight. At about 
2.15pm on the afternoon of 
May 1, 2013, daughter Sarah 
discovered her mother’s body 
in the lounge. 

She said when she saw her at 
first she thought she was 
sobbing. 

The inquest heard Sarah 
rang the police once she’d left 
the house. 


Recording her verdicts, 
coroner Anne Pember said: 
“At a time in his life when 
Donald Knight was feeling 
low he did not wish to live and 
he killed himself. 

“At a time when Mr Knight 
did not wish to live he made 
the decision his wife should 
die and I will enter a verdict 
she was unlawfully killed.”

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NEW CAR REVIEW 

Dacia Duster 
PRICE BUSTER 
By Jonathan Crouch 


A new car for the price of a secondhand one is always a tempting prospect and 
when it's as smartly styled and capable as Dacia's Duster, the concept becomes 
particularly appealing. Undercutting rival models in the Crossover and small SUV 
4x4 segments by an enormous amount, this Romanian budget brand uses proven 
Renault engineering to create a very likeable product that could prove ideal as 
back-up family transport. Dig down the back of the sofa for some money and join 
the queue to try one. 

2WD is standard fare unless you pay an all-wheel drive premium for a variant like 
the one we tried. It's well worth considering. The extra cash gets you an impressive 
Nissan-engineered three-mode system, selectable via a rotary controller in front of 
the gear stick. As for engines, well most buyers will want to avoid the entry-level 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol unit and go for the 1 lObhp 1.5-litre dCi diesel we tried which 
has nearly 60% more pulling power. 

The eye-catching £9,000 entry-level price applies only to the 2WD petrol model. For 
a diesel, you'll need around £12,000 and there's a £2,000 premium for 4WD. If you 
want air conditioning, you have to have the top Laureate trim level, which will cost 
from around £13,000. As much as the price, we have a feeling that the shape is 
going to sell this Duster. It's not typically compact-SUV generic, with a glasshouse 
shallower than that of some rivals, a kicked-up rear window line and a wheelbase 
that appears longer than it is. 

At the wheel, you sit in front of a basic two-dial instrument binnacle with orange 
LCD bar graphs for temperature and fuel level. On seats that are very comfortable 
and offer decent all-round vision limited only by the upswept rear windows and 
thick pillars. 

Of course, if you look for them, there are signs of cost-cutting, but everything's been 
decently put together and the boot's a decent size, offering 475-litres in the 2WD 
model, much bigger than the 416-litre litres you'd get in a rival Skoda Yeti. Bear in 
mind though that with this Dacia, that figure that falls to 408-litres if you go for a 4x4 
model, courtesy of this variant's proper full-sized spare wheel. Drop down the rear 
bench (which split-folds only on plusher models) and you can increase that figure 
to 1,636-litres. 

As for rear seat accommodation, well, there's actually more space here than you'd 
find in most compact 4x4s, with reasonable levels of head, leg and shoulder room 
for two and, on shorter journeys, even for three.

England full-back Ben Foden 
had originally been named in the 
matchday 23 and was set to make 
his long-awaited comeback from 
injury, only to be pulled out at the 
11th hour. 

But Mallinder was quick to allay 
fears that Foden would be out for 
much longer. 

He added: “Ben Foden was a lit¬ 
tle bit sore after training all week. 
He felt soreness in his knee and I 
think it was the right decision 
looking at that pitch not to force 
the issue.”

Wins mean nothing if we 
don’t kick on - Diamond

Zander Diamond could not 
have asked for a better start to 
his Cobblers career but the 
Scottish centre back knows 
that the back-to-back victo¬ 
ries will count for nothing if 
Northampton do not main¬ 
tain their return to form. 

The 28-year-old defender, 
who was signed on loan from 
League Two rivals Burton 
Albion for the rest of the sea¬ 
son on Friday, has impressed 
in the Cobblers rearguard in 
his two games so far, the 2-0 
home victory over Hartlepool 
on Saturday and then 
Tuesday’s 2-1 Sixfields success 
over Southend. 

Those successes ensured six 
valuable points but with fellow 
strugglers Wycombe 

Wanderers also winning twice 
Northampton still find them¬ 
selves five points adrift of 
safety in the relegation zone. 

They have, however, climbed 
off the bottom above Torquay 
and with only 12 points sepa¬ 
rating ninth from bottom, sev¬ 
eral teams are in danger of 
being dragged into the mire. 

“I’m very happy with it [my 
start at the club],” said 
Diamond. “I came down on 
Friday and the boys have made 
it very easy for me to bed 


myself in. The first game on 
Saturday, we got the win and it 
gave us a platform to build on 
for Tuesday and we managed 
to get the win again, but it 
means nothing if we don’t win 
again on Saturday. 

“Games have gone now and 
we just need to keep going and 
keep the momentum going.” 

This weekend sees a third 
home game in a row for the 
Cobblers with Bristol Rovers 
visiting and, perhaps crucial¬ 
ly, eight of their remaining 14 
league matches will take place 
at Sixfields. 

A win over the Gas would cut 
the gap between the two sides 
to just three points so Saturday 
is a great opportunity for 
Northampton to claw back 
more ground, and Diamond 
insists that his new club 
shouldn’t fear anyone. 

“You look at this league and I 
think anyone can beat anyone 
on their day, league positions 
don’t matter,” he said. 

“We need to worry about 
ourselves, we managed to get 
ourselves off the bottom which 
is important because nobody 
likes to see a team bottom of 
the league. 

“We need to kick on, we’ve 
got a fantastic set of boys here. 

“I said when I came that 
we’re in a false position but we 
need to prove that we are good 
players and that we can stay in 
this league.”

Pampered Cobblers players have rebuilt Sixfields belief

The Cobblers went from manicured hands to 
the less than manicured Sixfields pitch with a 
trip to a day spa prior to Saturday’s match 
with Hartlepool. 

If a dip in a Jacuzzi and a calming facial 
makes Chris Wilder’s side play like they did in 
the 2-0 victory then home fans would be fine 
with their players turning up in bath robes and 
slippers. 

Previous defeats had been as painful as a 
clumsy waxing but on Saturday the Cobblers 
controlled events from start to finish. 

The match was no classic but the improved 
individual performances of several Cobblers 
players had the Sixfields crowd smiling. 

Darren Carter has laboured this season but 
showed verve against Colin Cooper’s 
Hartlepool. 

“There is a player in there somewhere” is a 
phrase often uttered about the former West 
Brom man and the technique of a guy that was 


once sold for £1.5 million began to re-emerge. 

Carter’s box-to-box efforts were aided by the 
swift Emile Sinclair and the selfless John 
Marquis who managed to marginalise the 
highly-rated Luke James in the Hartlepool 
attack. 

Northampton’s opener came from a Chris 
Hackett free-kick. 

The Northampton right winger specialises in 
lofted deliveries and this one sat up for Joe 
Widdowson to plant a weighted side-footed 
volley for Mathias Doumbe to head home. 

Doumbe had a decent game in defence along¬ 
side new recruit Zander Diamond, a man who 
sounds like a T.V shopping channel presenter 
but who sold himself to the Cobblers’ fans with 
a polished performance. 

The centre back, on loan from Burton, won 
the majority of challenges in the air and on the 
park allowing Northampton to feed their wing¬ 
ers. 

Brennan Dickenson, who is highly rated at 
Brighton, got on the end of a forty-seventh 
minute Hackett cross to put the game to bed. 

Hartlepool fans had expected a win with a 3-0 
Pools victory being the most popular selection 
on a Monkey Hangers’ internet forum. 

Northampton however seem to be doing a 
good job of upsetting smug opposition fans, 
blinded by the Cobblers’ league position. 

Southend are another club with play-off pre¬ 
tensions but Northampton made light of the 
twenty point gap between the two sides the 


following Tuesday night with the Cobblers 
defeating the Shrimpers 2-1. 

Doumbe was pictured at the day-spa enjoy¬ 
ing being pampered and the Frenchman 
should book himself in for an Indian head 
massage after scoring another with his bonce 
to open against Phil Brown’s side. 

The Cobblers seem to have come up with a 
lethal set piece manoeuvre which involves a 
wicked in-swinging cross, this time from 
Hackett with Doumbe hurling himself at the 
ball. 

The East Stand linesman however was the 
man home fans wanted to hurl things at on 
seventeen minutes as Michael Timlin burst 
through from what looked like an offside posi¬ 
tion to plant the ball past Duke for the equal¬ 
iser. 

The goal turned out, via replay, to be just 
onside but had the effect of disturbing the 
Cobblers’ momentum. 

So too did the referee, Carl Boyeson, who 
made a good case for the legendary Finite 
Whistle which runs out after too many blows. 

Boyeson’s whistle would have been rendered 
useless after ten minutes of a match in which 
he was booed for his constant interference, 
most of which did not help the Cobblers. 

Not that Northampton needed help as they 
set about Southend in the second half. 

Sinclair had impressed in the first period but 
took his performance to the ten-out-of-ten 
mark with a barnstorming final forty-five. 


The introduction of Alan Connell and Ian 
Morris for Marquis and Dickenson was astute 
and put pep in Sinclair’s step. 

On fifty-seven minutes, the Cobblers’ num¬ 
ber seven chased down Mark Phillips like a 
lurcher, dispossessing the Southend player 
before driving into the box and picking out 
Hackett for the winger to skid the ball beyond 
Bentley. 

Sixfields had found its growl with seventh 
placed Southend making unforced errors. 

Even a goal disallowed for offside couldn’t 
dampen the belief of the home faithful with 
Hackett’s header chalked off after a cute 
Connell chip. 

Connell has a high footballing I.Q and is a 
good counterbalance for the power of Sinclair, 
the latter who was given a standing ovation 
after being substituted in the final minutes of 
this 2-1 victory. 

Belief is building at Sixfields and it would 
have made for an interesting season if the 
Cobblers had started with the team they have 
now. 

They are however still five points adrift going 
into Saturday’s match with Bristol Rovers. 

Strangely though, the game will hold little 
fear for chilled out Northampton who should 
bust out the cucumber eye masks rather than 
half-time oranges.
